WARRANT ISSUED, 
ACCUSING MAN OF 
POISONING WIFE 


Based on Drug Clerk’s As- 
sertion That Leslie Glore 
Bought Poison Five Days 
Before She Died. 


ANOTHER WOMAN 
ENTERS INQUIRY 


St: Louisan Admits ‘Going 
With’ Her for Two Years 
— ‘Heard’ That She Had 
a Baby,. He Says. 


A warrant charging Leslie Glore 
with murdering his wife with 
poison was issued today by Assist- 


ant Circuit Attorngy James E. Me- 
Laughlin. Mrs. Glore died Feb. 3 
in their home, 1436 Dolman street, 
of strychnine poisoning. 
McLaughlin announced the war- 
rant was based chiefly on identifi- 
cation of Glore by a drug clerk in 
Leadwood, Mo., as the man who 
bought 60 grains of strychnine sul- 
phate there Jan. 29 under the name 
“Bill Glore,“ telling the clerk he 
wanted the drug to poison rats on a 
chicken farm he intended to buy. 
Chemical analysis of the viscera 
of Mrs. Glore had disclosed pres- 
ence of about two grains of strych- 
nine, The autopsy had deen or- 
dered by the Coroner when Dr. 
Harry E. Kirkpatrick, who had 
been treating Mrs. Glore for pleuri- 
sy since the middle of December, 
refused to sign her death certifi- 
cate, reporting she had died in 
convulsions, 
“Went With” Another Woman. 
“I was informed by Miss Hilda 
Mitchell of Elvins, Mo.,, that Glore 
was the father of her 10-month-old | 
baby,” McLaughlin said to a 
-Pust-Dispatch reporter. “Glore ac- 
that he 


Mitchell and had given $6 to her 
toward support of the child, but 
said he was not the father.” 

“Relatives of Mrs. Glore,” the As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney continued, 
“told me that she knew of Miss 
Mitchell’s accusation against her 
husband and that it caused dissen- 
sion in the Glore home.” 

Glore, during the course of four 
days of police questioning in which 
he has insisted he knows nothing 
of the cause of his wife’s death, told 
police he had had no domestic trou- 
ble. 

He told a Post-Dispateh re- 
porter at the Lynch Street Police 
Station today that he had been 
going with“ Miss Mitchell for more 
than two years and had heard“ 
she had a baby, but declined to dis- 
cuss the question of his parent- 
hood. In his marriage he had two 
children, Louise, 7 years old, and 
Dennis, 16 months old. Glore is 32 
years old; his wife was 31. 

$1000 Insurance Policy. 

In questioning Glore, a fireman 
employed by the Union Electric Co. 
at its Ashley street plant, police- 
men said they learned he had 
taken out a $1000 insurance policy 
on the life of his wife about a year 


had surrendered a $500 policy and 
taken out the larger one under a 
group insurance arrangement of 
the company, permitting insurance 
of employes and immediate mem- 
bers of their families. Under this 
arrangement, he told police, he had 
a $2800 policy himself and two for 
$500 on each of his children. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter learned 
at Leadwood, where Mrs. Glore was 
buried, that the funeral bill was 
$360. Glore formerly lived in 
Leadwood, where three of his six 
brothers reside, The town is about 
50 miles south of St. Louis.

Identification of Glore by the 
drug clerk, Fields Simms, was made 
in the City Drug Store at Leadwood 
yesterday afternoon in the presence 
of McLaughlin, Special Officers 
Carl London and Walter Eitzman 
of the Lynch Street District and a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

The special officers had gone to 
Leadwood on learning it was Glore’s 
former home and in a canvass of 
drug stores had been told by Simms 


man known to him as a member of 
the Glore family.

Ship and Piane Fight. 

The engagement off Valencia and 
Sagunto, neighboring ports, began 
‘with bombing and shelling of the 
cities by three insurgent war planes 
‘and the insurgent cruisers Can- 
-arias, Baleares and Almirante Cer- 
vera and another vessel. 

During the bombardment the 

French freighter Prado was struck 
and shells fell close to the Gaulois, 
another French ship. 
Three squadrons of Government 
‘planes took off to meet the attack, 
one of them low to drop 
a bomb on one of the insurgent 
‘vessels. Columns of smoke arose 
from the ship—thought to have 
‘been the Almirante Cervera. 

A French destroyer went to the 

aid of the Prado. 
Government planes scouting for 
‘raiders several hours later encoun- 
tered two ships, ene towing the 
‘other, 25 miles off shore. The Gov- 
ermment communique said the 
‘planes bombed the vessels, striking 
the towing ship. |

MORGENTHAU OPPOSES BILL 
TO FIX WAR BOND QUOTAS 


Tells Senators He Doesn't Think 
Lee Measure Would Elim- 
inate Profiteering.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
opposes the “war-profits” bill in- 
troduced by Senator Lee (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, on the ground that it 
would be difficult to administer 
without some indication of the in- 
tent of Congress “as to the things 
or objects classified as wealth“ 

The bill provides that whenever 
Congress declares war, or the im- 
minence of war, the President shall 
be authorized to have a census 
taken of the net wealth of the na- 
tion. After the census is taken, 
the President would prepare a list 
setting forth the net wealth of 
each person and the maximum sum 
each person would be required to 
invest in Government bonds neces- 
sary to prosecute a war to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 

“Difficulties also would undoubt- 
edly arise in the administration of 
this legislation with the respect 
to the method and basis for the 
valuation of wealth,” Morgenthau 
said in a writt statement to a 
Senate Military Sub-Committee. 

“While I am strongly in favor of 
eliminating all profits of war, I am 
convinced that this purpose cannot 
be accomplished through the meth- 
ods proposed by the bill under con- 
sideration.”

3 PRINCESSES ON MA 
TOUS FORHUSBAND 


Sisters of King Zog of Albania 
Are Beauties — Rich 
Suitors Are Preferred. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 23. — Three 
royal Balkan beauties—maiden sis- 
ters of King Zog I of Albania— 


were on the high seas today, en 
route to the United States. 

Bound on a broadly-hinted quest 
for American husbands, the three 
Princesses from the so-called “pow- 
der keg kingdom” of Europe are 
Myseyen, 28 years old: Ruhije, 27, 
and Maxhide, 26. They are sched- 
uled to arrive in New York Mon- 
day on the Italian liner Conte di 
Savoia. 

King Zog himself has plainly in- 
timated that the continued spinster- 
hood of the three, the youngest of 
six sisters, has been a source of 
growing concern. Strikingly at- 
tractive, with wide-set, luminous 
eyes and luxuriant dark hair, each 
has had suitors a-plenty, but 

While eligible bachelors among 
the royal houses of Europe have 
paid the sisters marked attention, 
they inevitably have shied at link- 
ing their ancient lineage with that 
of Albania’s Parliament-created 
King, a newcomer among reigning 
monarchs. Fir it was not until 
1927 that Zog, a one-time tribal 
chieftain from the Balkan hills and 
revolutionary firébrand, proclaimed 
himself King. 

Now that the 42-year-old bachelor 
monarch has selected the daughter 


of an American for his bride, with 


the wedding ceremony set for May, 
he has let it be known that he 
would consider American husbands 
—preferably with heavy bank ac- 
counts to bolster the finances of his 
tiny mountain kingdom—as suitable 
matches for the three sisters. 

Zog himself, in 1935, indicated 
he would like an American heiress 
bride with about $5,000,000, saying 
he thought a Western Queen at 
his side would be a greater aid in 
his plans for modernizing the coun- 
try. He is betrothed to the Count- 
ess Geraldine Apponyi, whose moth- 
er was Gladys Virginia Stewart of 
New York. 

The three sisters are sports en- 
thusiasts and excellent horsewom- 
en, sometimes appearing in the glit- 
tering uniform of officers of Al- 
bania’s lone cavalry regiment. Thus 
garbed, they receive and return the 
nation’s military salute—a sweep 
of the right arm and hand across 
the chest, palm downward. 

Last year, they led a move to 
emancipate Albanian women from 
the centuries-old Turkish custom 
of wearing veils, startling their 
brother’s subjects by appearing in 
public and at social events not only 
bare-faced but in modish European 
clothes. Today, few Albanian wom- 
en wear veils.

BRAZIL BURNS COFFEE 


Shoveling Excess Into Sea 
Failed—Floated Back to Shore 
And Was Carried to Market. 
By the Aasociated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—Recent 
dispatches from Brazil indicate 


(tat 17,196,000 bags of a total har- 


vest of 29,315,000 bags—59 per cent 
—were burned during 1937. Al- 
though exports were some 2,000,000 
bags less than shipments the year 
before, destruction reached a new 
high level. Coffee is Brazil's big- 
gest cash crop. 

The first official valorization ef- 
fort—price-fixing by Government 
interference—was made in 1906. By 
1924 the Brazilian coffee market 
was largely federally controlled. 
Various methods of pegging quota- 
tions were tried and discarded — 
loans against crops, purchase and 
storage of excess supplies and fi- 
nally destruction, which was forced 
by inability to shut off output at 
the source. 

Tree Bears After Seven Years. 

During and shortly after the 
World War, coffee was in demand 
and prices went up. Trees planted 
at that time to meet expected de- 
mand began bearing fruit (the cof- 
fee bean seven years later. Buy- 
ers were scarcer, however, and, as 
a crop must be harvested to pre- 
serve the trees fertility, the excess 
mounted. 3 

Confronted by this annual flood 
of coffee beans, the Government. 
took shiploads of the condemned 
stuff to sea and shoveled it over 
board. This expedient was aban- 
doned, however, when sacks of cof- 
fee gathered from the beaches ap- 
peared at the various market 
points. 

The latest method is to dump 
trainloads of coffee in the lowland 
and touch it off with a match. 


The various valorization schemes 
of Brazil, by far the world’s largest 
grower of this commodity, kept 
prices up, but this, in turn, has held 
an umbrella over producers in com- 
peting countries, such as Colombia, 
and permitted them to cut sharply 
into the market formerly almost 
completely dominated by Brazil. 

Although Brazil harvested more 
coffee than was consumed through- 
out the world last year, it supplied 
less than 50 per cent of the total 
used, 

Coffee consumption has increased 
little in recent years, adding to 
Brazil’s difficulties. The United 
States drank 54 per cent of last 
year’s total. 

Attempts have been made to find 
other uses for the coffee bean than 
as a beverage. It has been used 
as a base for roads, to replace mac- 
adam, and molded into bricquets 
for heating purposes. Such efforts 
to date, however, have added little 
to total consumption.

Favorable Public Opinion. 

A favorable public opinion will 
be necessary for successful en- 
forcement of the measure, Clar- 
ence H. Poindexter, chairman of 
the committee, said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. Therefore, he ex- 
plained, the bill will not be intro- 
duced until it is felt that citizens 
generally understand it and sym- 
pathize with its aims. The failure 
of similar measures in some other 
cities to be of any practical value 
in reducing noise, he asserted, was 
due to lack of popular understand- 
ing and support. 

Probably the most offensive noise 
in St. Louis, he said, is the thought- 
less honking of automobile horns, 
especially by persons calling for 
friends and too lazy to ring door- 
bells. Poindexter resides on a busy 
traffic street, in the Senate Apart- 
ments, 265 Union boulevard. 


“There hag been a good deal of 
complaint, too,” he continued, 
“about persons who permit their 
dogs to bark, disturbing the sick 
and others. Radio noises are get- 
ting worse and worse. Almost 
everybody agrees that advertising 
by loudspeakers on trucks or in 
store doors is improper.” 

He declared that the ordinance, 
as drafted for the committee by 
Associate City Counselor Louis A. 
McKeown after a year’s discussion, 
would prohibit only excessive un- 
necessary noises within reasonable 
limits, but expressed the opinion 
that factories, transportation inter- 
ests and others would co-operate 
voluntarily. Zoning, he added, seg- 
regates much industrial noise. The 
proposed bill includes features from 
anti-noise ordinances of other 
cities. 

Provisions of Measure. 


As has been told, the bill would 
reguiate hours when industrial 
noises would be permissible, pro- 
hibit horn honking except for 
warnings, limit the use of steam 
whistles, prohibit unmuffled engine 
exhausts, bar fixed or movable out- 
door loudspeakers for advertising, 
and specify that a home radio set 
audible beyond 100 feet is a nuis- 
ance to be suppressed. The pen- 
alty for a first offense under the 
bill would be a $5 fine or five days’ 
imprisonment. 

An anti-noise ordinance was 

by the Board of Aldermen 
in 1930 but vetoed by Mayor Victor 
J. Miller because it was too broad 
in scope.

noisy card game at Neelyville, 25 
miles south of here. Harvey Camp- 
bell, a farmer, was wounded in the 
right hand. 

Barker was shot by Payne when 
he went to the home of Charles 
Stull, in Neelyville; to investigate 


the card game at the request of 
neighbors. Payne, one of the play- 
ers, drew a revolver and fired at 
close range when Barker 
to him, The bullet passed through 
the Constable’s chest. Payne picked 
up Barker’s revolver, ran outside 
and drove away in his automobile 
with Columbus Thompson, a share 
cropper on the Payne farm, and 
the latter’s 15-year-old son, Vern. 


The wounded officer was brought 
here to a hospital and a report of 
the shooting was made at the High- 
way Patrol office. Trooper Massie, 
accompanied by Troopers Otis Wal- 
lace and Earl Bradley and Deputy 
Sheriff Carroll Painter, drove to 
Payne’s farm, 20 miles southwest of 
Poplar Bluff. They learned from 
Thompson that Payne had been 
home and had left again. 


Officers Fire on Fleeing Car, 

Leaving Wallace at the Payne 
farm, Massie, Bradley and Painter 
went to the intersection of High- 
ways 14 and 67 and parked. Payne, 
who had gone to Campbell’s farm 
after taking Thompson and his son 


chine at 3:30 o’clock. The officers 
recognized Payne, who was sitting 
beside Campbell, and chased the 
machine. When it failed to stop one 
of them fired a charge of buckshot 
into a rear tire, 

Campbell stopped and stepped out 
of the car with his hands raised. 
Massie, revolver in hand, opened 
the opposite door and ordered 
Payne to get out. Payne, a re- 
volver in each hand, started fir- 
ing. The first shot knocked the 
revolver out of Massie’s hand. An- 
other bullet struck the officer in 
th. left side of the chest and he 
fell to the pavement. Payne leaped 
out and was struck in the groin 
and hip by buckshot charges fired 
by Bradley and Painter, who were 
armed with riot guns. The impact 
knocked him into the rgadside 
ditch. 

Figtred in Kidnaping Inquiry. 

Trooper Massie, 35 years old, has 
been a member of the Highway Pa- 
trol since its organization. He for- 
merly was stationed at Willow 
Springs and took an important 
part in the investigation of the kid- 
naping and murder of Dr. J. C. B. 
Davis, prominent Howell County 
physician, a year ago. Robert Ken- 
yon, young Ozark farm laborer, was 
convicted of thé crime and is in 
jail here awaiting execution. 

In 1931 he raided the hideout of 
Alvin Karpis and Fred Barker near 
West Plains, and obtained evidence 
involving them in the murder of 
Sheriff John Kelly in Howell Coun- 
ty. Karpis is now at Alcatraz and 
Barker was killed some time ago 
by officers in Florida. 

On May 3, 1934, Massie. and 
Trooper C. E. Brown shot and 
killed Edgar Allen, an ex-convict, 
in a fight near West Plains. Al- 
len was wanted for robbery. 


Massie and Trooper Ben Graham 
shot and killed Grover Hartley, 
wanted for robbery of the Mountain 
Grove Bank, in 1934 near Gaines- 
ville after Hartley had broken jail 
at West Plains. 

Solved Insurance Murder. 

The officer also is credited with 
having solved the insurance murder 
of Oscar Bushart near Thayer in 
1934. Rufus Edwards, Bushart’s 
stepfather, Joseph Braden and 
Ike Dawson are serving life sen- 
tences in connection with the crime. 
Bushart was murdered and his body 
burned in an automobile in a plot 
to collect insurance.

Union men told him “ghost sto- 
ries” in an effort to force him to 
join the CI O United Automobile 
Workers of America, A. C, Kelly, 
an inspector at the Ford assembly 
plant, testified today at the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board hear- 
ing of labor practices at the 
plant. 

The hearing, on charges by the 
union that its members were dis- 
criminated against in rehiring last 
fall, is being conducted at the Civil 
Courts Building and is in its fifti- 
eth day. 

Kelly, a company witness, named 


tary of C I O Local No. 325, or- 
ganized at the assembly plant last 
May, as the author of some of the 
“ghost stories.” “He would tell me 
that men at the Chevrolet plant 
who refused to join the union were 
thrown down sewers,” Kelly testi- 
fied. 
“Emery Dust in Eyes.” 

The witness accused Gruswitz of 
deliberately, causing metal parti- 
cles and emery dust to be thrown 
in his eyes by placing a whirling 
grinder against the metal side of 
an automobile body while Kelly 
was making an inspection. This 
occurred on June 9 and June 15, 
last, and necessitated medical 
treatment and the removal of 
a particles from his eyes, Kelly 
said. 

He was manhandled by Gruswitz 
and other husky union men while 
going about his inspection duties, 
Kelly said. Louis Woolsey, a six- 
foot, 200-pound automobile worker, 
applied painful wrestling holds and 
called him names, the witness said. 
Kelly is § feet 7 inches tall and 
weighs about 140 pounds. 

Another union man, Ollie Wade, 
“punched me over the kidneys and 
called me a little skunk,“ Kelly tes- 
tified: Other men on the line 
laughed at his discomfort, he add- 
ed, and the work “dragged.” 

“I signed a union application card 
because of the intimidation, but I 
later got it back and tore it up,” 
Kelly testified. He added that he 
had since joined the Liberty Legion 
of America, intervener in the hear- 
ing and seeking certification as col- 
lective bargaining agent for em- 
ployes of the assembly plant in op- 
position to the C I O union. 

Another Inspector Heard. 

Elmer Dustmann, an inspector in 
the frame department, testified 
threats were’ made against him for 
refusing to join the union, Sugar 
was placed in the fuel tank of his 
automobiie, causing considerable 
expense for repairs, a short time 
after a union man made a remark 
about trouble in starting cars on 
the employes’ parking lot, Dust- 
mann said. Efficiency fell so low 
in the plant that the chief inspec- 
tor demanded daily reports on de- 
fective work, the witness added. 

On crosg-examination Dustmann 
testified 8. H. Kleecamp, chief 
clerk at the assembly plant, had 
asked him if he preferred the Lib- 
erty Legion to the United Automo- 
bile Workers and would rather have 
no union than the C IO, He was 
questioned closely on this point by 
Gerhard Van Arkel, Labor Board 
attorney, who, in reply to objections 
by Ford counsel, declared “it is im- 
portant that this intimidation be 
shown.”

Judge Rules on Contract Between 
Father and Son Over Motion

golf champion, cannot recover $53,- 
339.37 income taxes for 1931 and 
1933. 

Jones sought to recover taxes im- 
posed on amounts paid by Warner 
Brothers Pictures, Inc., to his fa- 
ther, as trustee, for Bobby’s work in 
a series of motion pictures. Judge 
Deaver heard the case here on 
Feb. 3. 

The golfer and his father, Robert 
P. Jones, Atlanta lawyer, testified 
the money was held in trust for 
use of the golfer’s three minor chil- 
dren, 

The elder Jones had purchased 
the golfer’s services for the motion 
pictures for $1000. Judge Deaver 
found that father and son had en- 
tered into a contract Nov. 13, 1930 
after learning that “a substantial 
Federal income tax burden would 
be imposed upon the earnings from 
his personal services.” 

The golfer’s father obtained $101,- 
000 from Warner Brothers for his 
son's services in 1931 and $55,200 in 
1933.

The instruction ceased after the 
holiday, and he was not promoted, 
but was laid off last Dec. 15, in a 
period of slack business, shortly 
after his-pay was reduced to 62%

“One Happy Family” Talk.

The company contended in its ap- 
peal that the board permitted bal- 
lots to be cast by 140 persons who 
were not employes, they having

The proposal was made by Sena- 
tor Bailey of North Carolina and 
was acted on just before the final 
vote on the appropriation measure | 
itself. That bill carries $250,000,000 
to tide the WP A over until 
June 20, 

Quick passage of the relief bill 
was indicated when Minority Lead- 
er McNary of Oregon said Repub- 
licans would support it on the final 
ballot. 

Secretary of Labor Perkins mean- 
while reported that employment 
and wage earners’ incomes showed 
a marked reduction during Janu- 


“It is estimated that there were 
1,800,000- fewer workers employed 
on non-agricultural jobs in January 
than in December,” she said. 

“This reduction, coupled with the 
declines of November and Decem- 
ber, has brought employment down 
by 2,800,000 since October. The 
decrease in total wages from the 
December level amounted to nearly 
$20,000,000 a week.” 

Senate-House Dispute. 

A Senate-House disagreement 
over the relief bill was in pros- 
pect today because of the Senate’s 
demand that the money be spent 
as rapidly as necessary. / 

The Senate adopted that pro- 
vision, 38 to 36, after Senator 
(Dem.), Washing- 
ton, pointed out yesterday that un- 
der present law the emergency ap- 
propriation would have to last until 
June 30. 

Several Senators forecast the 
House would not agree to the 
change, inasmuch as that chamber 
originated the requirement that 
funds be spread over a fiscal year. 
They expected a joint committee 
would have to be appointed to work 
out a compromise. 

Adoption of Schwellenbach’s pro- 
posal was the signal for other Sen- 
ators to seek changes in the bill, 
and the prolonged debate upset 
plans of administration leadérs for 
a final vote last night. 

Senator Minton (Dem.), Indiana, 
proposed an amendment permitting 
Works Progress Administration em- 
ployes to hold public office, a prac- 
tice now forbidden. 

Bailey told the Senate yesterday: 

“The American people have de- 
veloped a strange conception that 
they can come up here and get the 
Federal Government to build any 
sort of project they want.” 

Ten Billions Spent in Five Years. 

Bailey said he had @ deep fear 
that further spending might bank- 
rupt the Government. He said 
10 billion dollars had been spent by 
the Federal Government for relief 
during the five years, 1933 to 1937, 
inclusive, while local agencies were 
spending. two billion dollars. 

“We've got to think of more than 
the 9,000,000 unemployed,” Bailey 
asserted. “We've got to think of 
the 120,000,000 of Americans whose 
government is at stake.” . 

He protested against expenditure 
of relief funds for “country clubs, 
golf courses and ski courses,” and 
read parts of a New York Federal 
Theater play in which some Sen- 
ators were lampooned. 

Senator Minton supported the the- 
ater project workers, telling the 
Senate it “ought to be ashamed of 
itself Yor sniveling, snickering and 
sneering” when the play was read.

JRRY YEAST BREAD 


By Esther Foley 


EAST breads must be allowed 

to take their time; never make 

them in a hurry. Unless you 
have experimented you cannot real- 
ize the difference in the flavor, vol- 
ume, tenderness and texture be- 
tween a bread dough allowed to rise 
slowly and gently, and a dough 
quickened by the use of too much 
yeast or heat. 


One characteristic of yeast dough 
enjoyed by experienced and inexpe- 
rienced cooks alike, is the knowl- 
edge that the basis of this soft, 
light dough is a stout network of 
gluten fibers not easily hurt. And 
no matter how light your touch, 
this thought in the back of the mind 
brings relief. 

For normal, plain home-made 
yeast breads, four to six hours 
should be allowed from mixing time 
to serving time; one cake of yeast 
should be allowed to three to six 
cups of flour; the room tempera- 
ture should be around 80 to 85 de- 
Many kitchens, 

uring the working day, have this 
as a steady temperature, but if your 


dough in a bowl of warm water, 
about 90 degrees Fahrenheit (the 
same temperature as the milk you 
heat for rennet custard) during the 
rising period. But do not set it 
over a too-hot oven or on a very 
hot radiator, or you never will real- 
ize the goodness of a good yeast 
bread. 

Plain white wheat flour, the all- 
purpose flour available at every 
grocery, is the proper type to use. 

Medium sized, well browned 
loaves of bread are wonderful things 
to make. Mix the dough according 
to the recipe below, making it just 
stiff enough to handle without 
sticking and then knead it on a 
board, adding a little flour from 
time to time, until the dough is 
like satin to the touch and gpringy 
and soft. During kneading fold 
the dough often and definitely but 
do not beat, pull or stretch, Gen- 
tle kneading takes time rather than 
strength. 

PLAIN YEAST BREAD. 


Two cups milk, scalded. Two 
teaspoons salt. Two tablespoons 
sugar. Three tablespoons shorten- 
ing. One to two cakes compressed 
yeast and six cups sifted flour. 


Place milk, salt, sugar and two ta- 
blespoons shortening in large mixing 
bowl and cool; when lukewarm 3dd 
yeast, crumbled, and stir until dis- 
solved. Add three cups flour and 
beat thoroughly. Gradually stir in 
remaining flour, adding just enough 
to make a dough that can be han- 
Cled easily. Turn dough onto a 
floured board and knead until 
smooth and elastic. Place dough 
in greased bowl and let rise in warm 
place until doubled in bulk (two to 
four hours). Knead down, shape 
into loaves and place in greased 
loaf pans. Let rise until doubled 
in bulk. Bake in hot oven (400 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) 40 to 50 minutes. 
Approximate yield: two loaves. 

Here is a recipe which should 

to be a favorite. A sour cream 
bun—soft, delicate and fragrant. 
Only one rising is needed to make 
rolls of this type, but it is a long, 
slow rising, and it should not be 
hurried or shortened. Place close 
together for a tall bun, and half an 
inch apart if you like soft, round

and five cps sifted flour. 

Crumble yeast into water. Scald 
cream and ad ‘sugar; salt and bak- 
ing soda. Cool; to lukewarm, add 
softened yeast and half the flour, 
beating until smooth, Add enough 
more flour to make a soft dough. 
Turn out on lightly floured board 
and knead. Roll — one-half-inch 
thick, Cut into small rounds, place 
quite close together in greased: bak- 
ing pan and brust with melted but- 
ter. Cover with cloth or paper and 
let rise two hours or until doubled 
in bulk. Bake in hot over (400 
degrees F.) 15 to 20 minutes Ap- 
proximate yield: four dozen mall 
Eggs, sugar, and butter, when 
mixed into a yeast dough, make it 
tender and rich, and the greater 
the amount of these ingredients, 
the less like a bread it becomes, 
because they prevent the develop- 
ment of gluten. The crust becomes 
crisp and the crumb flaky, and the 
“rise” much less. The dough is apt 
to be a bit slack, and the mixture 
not able to keep its shdpe so well 
as plainer dough, but the result is 
very interesting. 


LARGE CINNAMON ROLL. 

Two cakes compressed yeast, one- 
fourth cup lukewarm water, one 
cup milk, one-fourth cup butter, 
one-half cup sugar, one teaspoon 
salt, two eggs, well beaten and five 
cups sifted flour. 

Soften yeast in lukewarm water. 
Scald milk, add butter, sugar and 
salt and cool to lukewarm. Add

yeast and eggs. Add half of flour 
and beat until smooth. Add remain- 
ing flour,.beat hard and let rise 
until doubled in bulk. Turn onto 
floured board, knead until smooth 
and elastic and roll into a rectan- 
gle one-half-inch thick. Brush with 
butter and sprinkle generously with 
cinnamon sugar. Cut rectangle in 
half and roll each piece of dough 
like a jelly roll. Place in greased 
loaf pans, brush with butter, cover 
with cloth or paper and let rise 
until doubled in bulk. Bake in hot 
oven (400 degrees F.) 30 minutes. 
Let stand a few minutes, then turn 
onto cooling rack. Approximate 
yield: two loaves. 

The following recipe is called re- 
frigerator rolls. It produces a rich, 
dainty little coffee bread, as in- 
viting as can be. Any yeast dough 
can be treated as a refrigerator 
dough; that is, after the first rising, 
the dough can be punched down, 


and butter and stir until butter is 
melted. When lukewarm add to 
yeast, then stir in eggs. Add half 
of flour Bnd beat until smooth; add 
remaining flour, beating well. Turn 
dough onto lightly floured board, 
knead well and place in greased 
bowl. Cover and let rise until dou- 
bled in bulk, about two hours. 
Knead down, grease surface, cover 
and place in refrigerator. When 
wanted, remove from, refrigerator 
and let stand one hour in warm 
room. Divide dough into four or 
five parts. Roll each part into a 
circle, very thin. Cut into pie 
shaped pieces, brush with butter 
and, if desired, with sugar and 
chopped or ground nutmeats. Roll 
each piece, starting at wide end. 
Place on baking sheet,; cover with 
waxed paper and let rise until dou- 
bled in bulk. Bake in hot oven 
(400 degrees Fahrenheit) 10 or 12 
minutes or until done. Approxi- 
mate yield: Four dozen rolls.

HE routine of school ought not 

to fill the child’s school life 
completely.

The spring that 
releases activity for growth may 
not be touched by arithmetic and 
graphy and such. Somewhere 
in the child’s mind there is likely 
to be a secret growing place that 
none hag discovered, not even 
himself. A hint of it shows now 
and then. Be on the watch for it.

I thought you 
might like to see it.” “I have 
some lovely stones at home, 
teacher. I picked them up wher- 
ever we went. Want to see them?” 
“You ought to see my bantamsa. 
They're great.” “I ‘finished my 
boat last night. Would you like 
to see it? Shall I bring it?” 
These are the shy hints they throw 
out. Cherish each one and make 
the most of it, for it is likely to 
be the signboard pointing to the 
of growth for this 


The school that provides oppor- 
tunities for such growth is a 
richer place for children, a hap- 
pier place for teachers and pupils. 
The more varied these opportuni- 
ties are the more likely to reach 
a greater group of children and 
create a greater group of grow- 
ing children. Intelligence increases 
when fed by experiences. It is not 
enough to provide routined school 
experiences because each child dif- 
fers from his mates in the require- 
ments of his intelligence. When 
you find the requirements for ‘his 
special case you have found his 
growing place and you cah do a 
great deal to make it effective. 

There are still people who think 
that hand work, making and build- 
ing and creating, are activities 
apart from school life. They are 
wrong in essence. They are the 
life of the school and without them 
there can be no real school. School 
is the place where children live 
more fully in activity of their own 
choosing than in any other phase 
of life. Dramatic classes are worth 
their cost every time. So are libra- 
ries, laboratories, shops of all sorts. 

When the school has been 
equipped with its shops and rec- 
reation rooms and playgrounds 
there will still be some children 
outside the influence of the grow- 
ing place. Their secret spring has 
not been touched. Study them a 
while. There is some one thing 
they dream about, some one thing 
they long to do. Watch and wait 
and be ready for the faintest sign, 
for these children are as worthy 
of the school’s attention as the 
others. 

When a child fails to grow in 
school it is the school’s failure 
ag well as the child’s failure. It 
is the teacher’s failure as well as 
the child’s. They share it. The 
child suffers the most. He loses 
an opportunity for growth that 
may cost him his life’s joy. It is 
then our duty ta make certain that 
we leave nothing undone that 
might uncover the vital place in the 
child’s mind and open the way for 
its growth. It is always waiting.
